IF ARMISTICE 
EFFORTS FAIL 


Drastic Blockade Will Be 


Clamped Down On the 
Soviet Government 


PLANS 
OPENLY 
LAID 


Neither Great Britain Nor 


France is In Shape to Go 
to War 


LONDON, Aug. 2.—The allies have 


decided to clamp down a more drastic 
blockade upon Soviet Russia if the 
armistice negotiations 
fail, it was 


learned from an authoritative source 
this afternoon. Preparations to this 
end already are proceeding. 


Official circles make no secret of 


the fact that neither Great Britain nor 
France is prepared to go to war 
against Russia. .Any measures that 
are taken must be of an economic na- 
ture. 


The foreign office and the war of- 


fice are still -without official news as 
to the armistice negotiations, which 
were to have been opened by the 
Poles and Russians at Baranovitshi 
on 
Saturday. 
Unofficial 
dispatches, 


Jiowever. reported that the Russians 
would not deliver their terms until 
Wednesday. 


The Russians are still advancing 


Into Poland in the direction of War- 
paw. Eight thousand 
Red cavalry- 


men, engaged in outflanking move- 
taents, have reached a point half way j 
between Grrodna and Warsaw, or less 
than 75 miles from the Polish capi- 
tal.

ing formed. 


It is understood that the govern- 


ments of the Baltic states have called 
a conference for tomorrow, but offi-

The Davis forces arc confident of his nomination. Their 


appeal is to the pro-liquor vote. They are contemptuous of the 
desires and ideals of rural communities. The worst elements in 
every city in the state are already boasting that his nomination 
at the primary August 10 is as good as accomplished. They are 
openly contemptuous of the farmer vote, the church vote and 
other "similar substantial elements in our population. 


And admittedly, there is ample ground on which to base 


their confidence. With a homogeneous following in the large 
cities, with their lines cemented on an issue that still holds in 
thrall at least a strong minority of the electors of Ohio, they 
point to a divided opposition as their one reason for success in 
the coming primary. To the credit of his two opponents neither 
are catering to the Davis following. 
Both McCullough and 


Cole have assumed the liquor question is dead in Ohio and are 
devoting their energies to other and more profitable insues. 


It is an open secret that the more conservative and responsi- 


ble Republican leaders view the situation with considerable mis- 
givings. They deplore the resurrection of a wet and dry fight 
when a wet victory thru the nomination of Davis would consti- 
tute at most a hollow mockery and would mean nothing more 
than a sentimental sop to the old brewery-interests. 


The problem which confronts the rank and file of Republi- 


can voters at the primary is a most practical one, but one which 
is impossible of solution save by the count m the primary vote, 
when it will be too late to profit by the solution. 
This problem 


is, which candidate should Republicans support, Cole or McCul- 
lough, in order to insure the defeat of Davis? Both have strong 
followings and naturally neither is willing to yield to the other. 
The friends of each are equally confident of success. 


On the one hand, Cole has been longer in the field and is 


better advertised. He has been an aspirant for the Republican 
nomination for governor of Ohio, either directly or tentatively, 
for several years. We believe he unquestionably entered the 
race last January with more strength than any other candidate. 
,We believe that it is also equally certain that he has lost 
strength to both Davis and McCullough. The supporters of the 
latter have indisputable evidence to show that such is the case. 


McCullough, we believe has another argument in his fa- 


vor which Republicans will do well to bear in mind as they ap- 
proach a final decision on how to vote in the primary. McCul- 
lough is bound to make a stronger candidate before the cam- 
paign has progressed far than the aupporters of Cole can possi- 
bly hope for. "Even if Cole today looks stronger on paper as a 
primary contender, Republicans should not forget that there is 
an election after the primary. 


With Republicans who really hope for party success in this 


state the vote at the primary will be placed largely with a vieAV 
to the outcome in November. The Democrats have only one 
candidate, Auditor of State Donahey. HP is assured of the 
nomination and any Republican who lulls himself to sleep with 
someone's verbal assurance that all is well and the state is sure 
to go Republican is living temporarily in a fool's paradise. 


We have nothing to say against Mr. Donahey. He has made 


a good auditor and has some qualifications which commend him 
for governor and others which do not. But Republicans may a.s 
well face the fact before the primary as after that Donahey 
will make a strong bid for victory at the November election and 
the strongest candidate they can name against him will bo none 
too strong. To be frank, we arc satisfied that Davis will surely 
be defeated by him. while Cole stands only a slightly better 
chance. 


McCullough is undoubtedly in belter position to win against 


Donahey than any other Republican who will be voted for at 
the primary. He will poll a large vote in every industrial cen- 
ter in the state. His corporation affiliations arc not as obnoxious 
to the average voter as Cole's. His record in congress has been 
more generally satisfactory than Cole's and whether wet or 
dry, he will not arouse the antagonisms on the liquor issue in 
Republican ranks that Davis will. 


This paper holds no brief for Congressman McCullough. 


He simply appeals to us as likely gubernatorial timber, a candi- 
jdate who will grow as the campaign progresses and who, if 
elected, will make an honest, capable executive, if his public 
record in the past is a dependable criterion by which the peo- 
ple of the state may gauge his future performances.
